EB only. two redeeming features 

of the hot and inhbspitable Red 
Sea are its significance as a shipping 
lane and its incredibly rich marine 
life, literally crawling with every con- 
ceivable type of fish and crustacean 
down to oversized sulphur yellow lob- 
sters with huge menacing claws and 
an origina! purple polka-dot design on 
their backs. 

Modern fleets of tankers . and 
freighters, outward bound from Buez 
or Eilat, now make the trip to the 
straits at Bab el Mandeb in three or 


four days, largely ignoring the coast

There are no ship repair facilities 
between Suez and Aden and there 
ian’t even an “emergency” port Israel 
ships can call at between Bilat and 
Massawa, haifway down the Red Sea. 
Nevertheless, ships flying the Israel 
flag are going to make an increasing 
|\appearance in these waters. 
| The forerunners were four aeep-sea 
trawlers, now reinforced by a fifth. 
They recently completed the first 
stage of a thorough fishing survey on 
behalf of the Ethiopian Government. 
Operated by the Ethiopian-registered 
Yotvat. Company and mixed crews 
(Israclis and Ethiopians) they are the 


‘first to introduce modern fishing me- 


thods in the Red Sea, supplying 
Ethiopia's as well as Israel's fish- 
hungry markets. 

These have already been joined by 
a fast and modern refrigeration ship, 
Zim's Tzfat, operating a regular 
shuttle service between Massawa and 
Eilat at ten-day intervals during the 
fishing season -—- October to early 
summer. One additional deep-sea 
trawler is to operate in the southern 
part of the Red Sea but it will be based 
On Eilat. Another vessel, a tuna clip- 


per, is scheduled to fish in the Indian’ 


Ocean off the Fast African coast. This 
ship, also to be based on Eilat. will 
supply the raw materials for a new 
fish canning plant projected there. 
Other ships plying the sea are two 
route liners of the Somerfin company, 
operating on the phosphate run to the 
Far East, and Zim tramp ships. car- 
rying potash and copper cement te 
Japan. Last and certainly not least, 
Zim is due to open a regular liner 
service to Japan early next year. 
—oorens eae ees ceases 
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The tramps and liners all return to 
Israel with nearly empty holds. It is 
quite conceivable that East African 
shippers will now avail themselves of 
the opportunity to utilize cheap space 
from Japan on these runs, made even 
more attractive by regular schedules 

But whatever the traffic rate and 
future port, of cail, it is clear that 
the direct sea links now made pos- 
sible between the people of Fast Af- 
rica and Israel will heip cement ties 
and open new commercial prospects.

Architect of Independence 

HE architect of Tanganyika’s In- 

dependence, Mr. Julius Kambarage 
Ny¢rere, studied at Eas Africa's 
University in Uganda in 145-45 and 
received a Diploma in Education. In 
1940 he entered Edinburgh Univer- 
sity where in 1952 he rec doa 
degree of Master of Arts in Pali- 
tical Science On his return to 
Tanganyika, he became active in the 


Tanganyika Africa Association, and 
in 1¥53 was elected President 
Through. his leadership, this social 
and ultural. organization became a 


political organization, and was re- 
named Tanganyika African National 
Union (TANU) in July, 1954. In 
February, 1905 and aga@in the follow- 
ing year, Mr. Nyerere flew to New 
York as a representative of TANU 
to address the 
TANU's policy and aims 

Mr. Nyerere’s hopes of a demo- 
cratic “African” free Tanganyika 
were strengthened when 1 new 
Governor, Sir Richard Turnbull, ar- 
rived in 1958 Sir Richard assured 
Mr. Nyerere of the inevitability of aa 
independent Tanganyika along the 
lines envisaged by the latter, but 
warned of the danger if the rights 
and interests of the minority com- 
munities were not protected. Sir Ri- 
chard’s guidance and sincerity have 
won him the esteem of the Tanganyi- 
kans. who look forward to having 
him as their first Governor General 
when the country becomes indepen- 
dent. And this feeling is mutual. Mr. 
Nyerere has won British esteem by 
listening patiently, speaking mode- 
rately, and acting gradually 

The country's —— includes 
some nine million Afrivans, 120,000 
Asians, 20,000 Arabs, and 22,000 Fiuro- 
peans of 30 national origins. Al- 
though, Mr. Nyerere has always in- 
sisted on a policy of “multi-racialism,” 
it took him quite a while to win the 
confidence of the minority communi- 
ties. He regards the Greeks, English, 
Italians, Arabs and Indians as addi- 
tional “tribes” to the Indigenous 120 
tribes. And, like the unity of the in- 
digenous tribes, the inter-racial and 
inter-ethnic harmony prevailing in 
Tanganyika is the envy of many a 
country beset by problems of this na- 
ture.

At present four main groups of 
goods may be distinguished in Ise 
rael’s exports to Africa. First come 
building -materiais, notably cement, 
but also plywood, panels, _ tiles, 
sheet giass, sanitary ware, pairta, 
Jocks, screws, etc, In this field the 
demand for Israel goods ia doubt- 
less spearheaded by the activity of 
Israei building contractors, but the 
good reputation of the contractors 
and the high quality of the goods 
supplied are likely to secure these 
articles a growing market in other 
Quarters as well, | 

The second group t& motor 
vehicles and parts, batteries, and, 
of course, tires and tubes. Here 
Israel producers have to face com 
petition from many big interna 
tional firms, but have been able to 
stand their own and even envisage 
bigger sales next year. 

The third group is various con- 
sumer, goods, comprising durabies 
(refrigerators, air conditioners, etc.) 
ali kinds of textiles and knitted 
goods, shoes, canned food, deter 
genta, stationery, pharmaceutics, and 
even jewellery and pictures. The 
fourth group, finally, is producer 
goods — mainly irrigation pipes and 
other agricultural equipment, but 
also ether machinery. These last twe 
categories may be expected to ex- 
pand as the African countries pro- 
gress towards a higher standard of

All this shows that Israel's export 
trade with tropical Africa ia closely

The men responsible for Israel's 
export drive are perfectly aware 
that several articles now suppled 
to Africa will not outlast the 
establishment of local manufactur 
ing plants in the respective bran- 
ches, but they are certain that the 
loss involved for our export will be 
more than offset by increased sales 
in other lines. In fact, they are not 
willing to wait passively for such a 
development but are doing their best

Origin of the Idea 
Occupying, as it does 
temporary quarters, and further l- 
mited by the high cost of medical 
education the Hadassah Medical 
School admits only 60 Israel students 
annually. For more than two years, 
however, the Hebrew University has 
received an average of three or four 
letters each week from all corners 
of Asia and Africa requesting admis- 
sion to the Medical ‘School. Often 
written in very simple language, the 
letters express a humble longing for 
an opportunity to learn. These young 
people feel that all the scientific 
knowledge and technology which a 
new nation should obtain are available 
in Israel. For Israel, a small new 
state of only modest means, has few 
of the impersonal and forma! elements 
of a highly complicated society which 
is so far from African tradition. In 
nddition, there {is often, particularly 
among newly cenverted Christians, a 
deep sense of religious attachment to 
Jerusalem and the Land-of the Bible. 


Selection of Candidates 

To help meet the enormous need 
for physicians in Africa, Israel pre- 
sented to the U.N. its plan for’a me- 
dical ,course especially designed for 
students from the newly emerging 
countries. Dr. Shaul Syman, Director- 
General of the Ministry of Health 
and Dr. Moshe Prywes, Associate 
Dean of the Medica) School, obtained 
the support of the World Health Or- 
ganization for the project 

It was decided that applicants 
would be required to present a Gene- 
ral Certificate of Education (former- 
ly the London Matriculation Certifi- 
cate) or its equivalent. In addition, 
they are required to pass two scien- 
tifie subjects at a leve| of about two 
years of study beyond the Certificate. 
The present group of students was 
selected by the School from 34 can- 
didates chosen by three-member 
committees composed of a represen- 
tative of the local Health or Educa-

It was less than a year ago that 
Africa's women met for thé firat 
time at an international conference 
in Addis Ababa to discuss under the 
auspices of the United Nations, @ 
subject of common interest to wo- 
Men all over the world: ““Hhe Par- 
ticipation of Women in Public Life.” 

It was one ot those Occasions 
when history could be watched in 
the making. For many of the 130 
delegates from throughout § Africa, 
the Addis Ababa seminar was their 
first trip abroad. They came from, 
and represented, many levels of ed- 
ucation and social status; they dif- 
fered in their colourful natiénal cos- 
tumes, tradilions and customs 

The most trenchant speeches were 
those of young women from the 
Countries that had recently become 
independent. In frank and moving 
language they spoke of the condicion 
of life for millions, indeed the bulk, 
of Alfricun women.

needs, their felt needs, and general 
interests are. All delegates were in- 
terested. in how illiterates in Israel 
are taugnt to read and write; how 
the blind and other handicapped per- 
gongs are trained to become skilled 
workers and to be seli-Sufficient, how 
men and women prisoners are re- 
educated to become useful citizens; 
and how a community is, brought to 
develop leadership. They were very 
interested in our kindergartens, 
children's clubs, mutual aid organized 
by women’s organizations, cooperat- 
ive work, and the Moshavim, What 


they learned was not to copy, not to. 


adopt, but to adapt some of our s0- 
lutions to the conditions oj their 
countries

“feeling” the pioneering spirit of 
action behind the social and educa- 
tional work that had a great impact 
and proved-a great stimulant to our 
guests.

This project was AO jointly 
by the four countries of the African 
Conseil de 'EXntente Ivory Coast, Da- 
homey, Upper Volta, and Niger — 
together with Israel. The scheme in- 
volves the construction of a perma- 
nent building to house the Centre, 
for which IL283.500 will be budgeted. 
The five-year year initial pro- 
gramme, outlined in the official re- 
port, calls for the training of about 
1,000 students from the four African 


Republics, in Israel. In addition

“We are searching for the wey 
to make old Africa young,” 
says S.P., one of the 74 African 
students at the Gadna Youth 
Leadership course taking place 
“somewhere im isra¢.” 
~~ TATESMEN trom the renascent 
comtinent realize that Afri- 
ca's future depentis on the 
younger generation Many af 
them who visited Israel spoke 
highly of our remarkable youth 
services, When they requested 
“know-how” in youth icadership 
and organization the natural ad- 
dress was Gadna, Israel's para- 
military cadet organization. The 
present course is the second of its 
kind to be held since Israel mi- 
tiated its programme of technical 
and educational assistance to the 
new countries. Many of the «56 
graduates of the first course 
which was concluded last May 
are today busy organizing youth 
servicés in Africa and Asia 
The 74 students in todays course 
come from Malagasy, Tanganyika, 
Zanzibar, Sierra Leone, Nigeria, Up- 
per Volta, Ivory Coast, Cameroun, 


Congo ‘Leopoldville and Brazzaville), - 


and Chad. They include teachers, 
physical training instructqrs youth 
leaders. agricultural inetructors, and 
community workers. Amongst them 
are 13 women For the 4% months

The aim of the course according 
to Rav-Seren (Major) Iazy =, 
director ef the programme, is to 
demonstrate te the participants how 
Israec! tackles the problems of its 
lyoung people. “We show, we do not 
iteach, ‘what has been done, what is 
‘being done — and what we feel 
will has to be done.” stresees Major 


Gadna leaders maintain that the 
way to @ youmg person's heart is 
through the things that interest 
him. The participants first study 
how Gadna ects up a programme of 
activity based on camping. scouting, 
handicrafts, sports, folk dances, and 
Seid games. This aspect of the stu- 
@y programme is cssentially prac- 
tical, with the students actually set- 
ting up a camp according to Gadna 


— 


intreduees the students to dif- 
ferent aspects of Israel's youth 
welfare services such as clubs for 
immigrant children, and preventive 
social services and correctional insti- 
tutions for delinqvent children. Wel- 
fare experts are invited to lecture 
on the work of their departments 
and. visite are made to such inati- 
tutions aa the distinctive self-govern- 
ing youth villages the Juvenile 
Court, and the different types of 
youth organizations. “We show the 
students as.much as poassibk ex 
plains Major lazy. “Their job is 
to select what is suitable for their 
local conditions.” 

The course is rounded off with 
a study of the administrative and 
organizational problems of running 
a youth organization. The students 
are also taken on tours of Isracl, 
so that they may see how the. pro- 
blems are dealt with in their hna- 
tural living setting 

Spirit of Unity 

In the life of the camp, special 
emphasis is placed on social organi- 
gation and on developing a= spirit 
of unity amongst the students. One 
young woman student commented 
“We are gratefu] to Israe! for this 
opportunity of meeting and getting to 
know our fellow Africans as well as 
the Israclis.”" Plenty of opportunity 
is also provided for visits to private 
homes and other informal contacts 
with Israeli families 

The students are eager to learn 
what is being done in Israel. They 
are most alive to the needs of their 
own peoples and observe with an 
eye to evaluating and selecting pos- 
sible solutions to try out in their 
home countries. C.. a regional or- 
ganizer of the Tanganyikan African 
National Union «‘*TANWU), the predo- 
minant political party in Tanganyika 
which is shortly to receive its in- 
dependence, explains that the youth 
are an integral part of the TANU. 
“We realize,’ he says, “that the 
needs of youth and adults differ 
and the major task is to create 
a separate framework especially for 
working youth.” In Tanganyika, as 
in many African states today, the 
young people are beginning to leave 
the farming areas and drift into 
the towns where there is no work 
for them, These young people re- 
quire education and vocational train- 
ing. The TANU is attempting to halt 
the drift to the towns by sending 
volunteers to organize “bush” schools 
im the rural areas. In other African 
states such as Upper Volta and 
Cameroun. a movement has been 
started te repopulate the rural! areas. 
Israel’s settlement projects. and the 
special contribution made by the 
youth movements interest them very 
much. 


Ss. @ young woman teacher from teaching job in Freetown 


Sierra Leone, talks eagerly of plans 
for the future of her country. She 
feels that one of Sierra Leone's 
major probiems is to get the pa- 
rents to undérstand the need for 
change and new ways. Her father 
ia an educated urban business man 
but her mother comes from an iso- 
lated rural village and is illiterate 
“Many parents, especially in the 
rural areas, she says, “are frighten- 
ed of education, believing that their 
children will become estranged from 
them.” After qualifying as a teacher 
in Freetown. S. decided to teach in 
the village where her mother grew 
up: the villagers who saw the edu- 
eated city girl returning to work 
among her mother’s people were 
persuaded to send their ohildren to 
school. 8S dreams of establishing 
youth clubs modelled on Gadna lines 
when she goes back to her new 


M.a-Cameronian, stresses a dif- 
ferent problem. He tells of the dif- 
ficulties of communication in a 
country where there Aare ne roads 
between far-flung, isolated villages 
and where the: population is divided 
into dozens of language groups. M 
works for the Department of Po- 
pular Piducation as a member of 
a team of officiala who go from 
village to village explaining the Gov- 
ernment's plans and projects for the 
countrys 

Seon these young leaders will re 
turn to their homes They realize 
that the desire for progress and 
higher standards of living involves 
new hazards for their- vouth: and 
that they must meet these dangers 
wisely.

The accelerated development to be 
expected as a result of independence 
will slowly change this trade pat- 
tern. Loca) light industries will eli- 
minate the import of some industrial 
articles, but on the other side more 
heavy equipment will be imported 
for industrial developments. A higher 
standard of living, agricultural spe- 
cialization and urbanization will lead 
to ar increase of basic food imports, 
ach as wheat and rice. Overall! de- 
velopment and a higher standard of 
living will generally increase inter- 
national trade, resulting im greater 
seaborne goods traffic 

(ne might argue, mM sOMe cases 
rightiy, that the economics of the 
African States have not yet reached 
the stage of development where they 
should embark On such a complicated 
and highly specialized venture as 
shipping; that they would be better 
off if they left H to the developed 
maritime countries to supply = the 
necessary shipping services. Some 
eritics claim that the desire of many 
new States to have ships of their 
own i# prompted by considerations 
of prestige and not im iine with 
economic necessity. 
African Exports 

However, one must look at the 
problem from the African side. A 
country like Ghana lives mainly on 
ts cocoa exports of about 450,000 to 
600,000 tons per‘annum, If shipping 
services fail, the country faces eco- 
nomic disaster. Supposing that im 
an emergency — even short of war 
— various Governments should re- 
quisition ships under their flag, of 
otherwise withdraw them from the 
West African run. The cocoa exports 
will not miove. Even more likely is 
a world shortage of shipping ton- 
nage. This happens normally once 
or twice im every decade, Shipping 
will be available, but at a premium. 
Ghana's exports might be endanger- 


ed because the high rate of freight 


might make iH unprofitable. 

Most of the regular maritime 
trades are governed by shipping con- 
ferences. These conferences. control 
the freight rates, So long as they 
have no shipping of their: own, the 
Government or the major economic 


interests of a new state have nearly — 


no say in fixing these freight rates, 
even though their economy is vitally 
dependent on them. But once the 
nation has built up even a moderate 
fleet, its shipping companies can join

the shipping conferences and, not- 
withstanding their small size, exer- 
cise a great and sometimes decisive 
influence om the rates prevailing om 
ite national maritime routes. Only 
m very, exceptional cases will a con- 
ference ‘increase rates on such a 
trade route against the vote of the 
national carrier. 

But in addition te the desirability 
of establishing national shipping as 
a vital service to the economy as 
a whole eapecially- when that eco- 
nomy is based to a large extent on 
mi.ritime trade movements, national 


shipping has merits: of its own, as | 
a basic service industry im a deve- — 


loping economy.

Zim's Training Role 

As Managing Agent, Zim under- 
took the difficult task of helping to 
establish the shipping line. training 
(vhanaian personnel ashore and 
afloat, and of introducing Ghana in. 
to the community of shipowners 
ami to the problems of modern 
shipping companies. Through histo- 
ry and experience the new nations 
have & somewhat reserved attitude 
to foreigners, suspecting them of 
selfish motives and of evéntual ex- 
ploitation. Such feelings are apt to 
be very much present if ome has 
no idea of what the foreigner is 
doing. Zim itself had not too long 
ago learned the shipping trade from 
foreigners, and could understand 
such reactions. It was Zim that 
propoeed that the contract with 
Ghana be limited to five years. The 
contract" also stipulates that Gha- 
naAian personnel will be trained in 
all aapects of shipping ashore and 
afloat and introduced into all the 
positions of the company. These pro- 
wisions are being carried out im let- 
ter and in spirit. One can aay with 
satisfaction that the more knowledge 
the Ghanaians acquired and the 
better they understood the shipping 
business, the smoother became the 
relations and cooperation between 
Zim and Black Star at all levels. 
The Ghana Government has now 
prolonged its contract with Zim 
until 1967.

a service to Europe. Two years ago 
it added a line to the US. and 
Canada, it is now extending 
line to the Guif of Mexico, and spon 
intends to open a service to the 
Mediterranean.. i 
Not every new African nation will 
be aple to copy the spectacular ‘suc- 
cess of the Black Star Line. The 
conditions necessary for the estab- 
lishment of a national merchant ma- 
rine are a sizeable maritime trade, 
the possibility to invest some ca- 
pital and a will to learn the trade 
from a competent foreign company, 
which for its part must be willing 
and able to teach. There are quite 
a number of young African states 
that wish to establish a merchant 
marine and that have a_ sufficient 
maritime trade to build it up. How- 
ever, many do not have capital 
available for investment in shipping. 
Foreign capital] might be willing to 
step in. but the company will have 


- difficulties in pursuing a policy in 


the national interest. if one of the 
main elements such as capital, ie 
predominantly foreign If a shipping 
company that keeps its Main pro- 
duction aasets the ships -— far 
away from home is to be really & 
national company, the majority ef 
the share capital should be in the 
hands of the country’s nationals, 
This share capital can be greatly 
supplemented by loans, especialy 
when ships are built for the eom-
